(14) (Add) Armature detent—at its bearing. 
(15) (Add) Armature detent pin—where it comes in 
contact with detent—grease. 
*(h) Vane Frame Assembly

Typing Unit—When Equipped with Two-Color Ribbon 
Mechanism 
*(b) Type Bar Carriage Assembly 


(27) (Add) Ribbon oscillator lever latch—at bearing 
and latching surface. 


*(t) (Add) Two-Color Ribbon Control Mechanism 
(1) (Add) Armature at its bearing—2 places. 
(2) (Add) Parallelogram bar link—2 places. 


(3) (Add) Parallelogram bar where it connects to 
armature and contacts latch on carriage. 


(4) (Add) Upper rail link.

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(5) (Add) Contact operating lever. 

(6) (Add) Contact operating lever latch.
